wrecked his mind, he having been a 
close student of his calling for years 
past. 
Although but thirty-six years 


of age, Ills ability was recognized by 
older men in his profession. 
Boarders who lived with Woods in 
Mrs. Kuech's home, S64 Oak street, 
noticed tl»e queer actions of the sui- 
cide last Saturday, the day he left 
for Petaluma. He did not say where 
nor why he was going. 


Woods lived at Mrs. Kuech's house 


for a year during wKich time he was 
constantly studying and working.

About Newspapers and Banks. 


Editorially-the San Francisco Call makes the following state- 


ment : 


"It is an unfortunate fact that the newspaper press and the 


honest bankers of the city are in some degree responsible-for the 
neglect of duty by the commission. Newspapers, out of a mistaken 
policy of tenderness for banking concerns, have not insisted on the 
kind of publicity that the law directs and requires as the one condi- 
tion of financial safety. Honest bankers have followed the same 
course lest they should be charged with business 
jealousy and 


malice. The result is disaster." 


When THE TRIBUNE printed a conservative and truthful ac- 


count of the suspension of the Union National Bank, a suspension 
due entirely to the connection recently established between that old 
and well managed institution and the CaliforniavSafe Deposit and 
Trust Company, the Call viciously and mendaciously 
intimated 


that THE TRIBUNE was trying to injure all the banks of Oak- 
land. Now it asserts that the newspapers are to blame for not print- 
ing the facts in regard to banks and banking methods. Having made 
i false and malicious charge against this paper, the Spreckels organ 
now confesses its own derelection. 


. But if the Call really desire;, to expose crooked dealing it might 


•print the true story of the Oceanic Steamship Company and the fa- 
mous, or infamous, deal in its stock that swindled thousands. 


The Acquittal of Abe Ruef. 


This morning the Call, -which can be properly termed the 


official and famijv organ of the personally and privately conducted 
graft prosecution, prints the following: 


"Gallagher will return at Christmas time," said Heney, con- 


fidentially, "but we won't need his testimony if we use Ruef. Two 
juries." he added, significantly, "have favored granting Ruef im- 
munity, and maybe we will." 


Is this intended to prepare the public mind for the announce- 


ment that complete immunity has been granted Ruef? It looks that 
way. 


But if Mr. Heney assumes that the acquittal of General Ford 


is an acquittal of Abe Ruef, how can he come in with a confession 
from the ex-boss as proof that Ford is guilty, notwithstanding the 
refusal of two juries to convict? In the French restaurant cases 
Heney contended that Ruef who got the money was guilty, but 
the men who paid it innocent 
Schmitz was convicted on the un- 


supported testimony of Rurf that he divided with the ex-mayor. 
Apparently Mr. Heney is now preparing to take the position that the 
acquittal of Ford was an exoneration of Ruef and not of the man 
who was tried. Notwithstanding its infamy the suggestion is not 
without a touch of humor 


Is Someone Shielded? 


It is not at all improbable that many wild and exaggerated 


statements have got abroad regarding the operations of those figuring 
conspict ously in the failure of the California Safe Depos-t and Trust 
Bank. For example, J. Dalzell Brown has exonerated David P. 
Walker, the president, in toto of the charge that he borrowed 
$750,000 on his unsecured persons! note. Walker appears to be in the 
worst predicament of the three officers of the bank placed under 
arrest, as, according to his own representation, lie turned in the 
whole of his private fortune into the bank when it began to totter in 
order to try to save it; and when arrested at the Potter hotel at 
Santa Barbara he declared that he had not a dollar left in the 
world save what is locked up in the defunct institution. The/ ugly 
feature of the disappearance of the Colton securities, valued at $205,- 
000, from the vaults of the bank, in which Walter J. Barfnett, as 
administrator of the estate, and J. Dalzell Brown, as manager of the 
bank, are both involved, still remains unexplained. The refusal of 
either to offer any explanation further than that the matter will be 
cleared up at the proper time, casts a cloud of mystery around the 
transaction, and suggests the possibility that some one else is more 
deeply irivo'lved, whose identity for some mysterious reason is being 
carefully concealed at present.

Alienation of Park Land. 


Private enterprise is coming to the aid of the Board of Public 


Works to beautify the parks surrounding 
Lake 
Merritt. Mrs. 


smelie Chabot has started the movement by offering the city the 
materials for an artistic pagoda—a duplicate of a summer pavilion 
standing on. the shores of an artificial lake at her country home, 
Villa Remi—to be erected in one of the numerous little parks sur- 
rounding the lake on a site to be selected by the Board of Works. 
The example thus set is a splendid one in its way, and will doubtless 
be imitated by other public-spiritw! citizens. 


Meantime, it is in order to call the attention of the Board of 


Works that while one section of these park areas surrounding the 
lake is being beautified by the addition of ornamental structures for 
the comfort of the public, no other area in the series should be dis- 
figured, or the purpose of its dedication violated, by the establish- 
ment thereon of any structure which constitutes a public eyesore 
and is devoted to uses entirely foreign to a public park. It is a 
misfortune that the present administration, which has been making 
a record in park development should have been guilty of setting a 
bad precedent through the erection of a corporation yard on the 
Fallon street side of the park lands lying south of Twelfth street. 
The owners of property in the vicinity of these park lands have a 
genuine grievance against the Board of Works for what it has done 
there.

^ixteen cases of scarlet fever witfi but 
seven the last November and nineteen 
casec of typhoid fever in November, 1906, 
as against but twelve cases for November, 
this year.

An ordinance a» anSmelidment to the 


present ordinance to prevent the obstruc- 
tion of sidewalks throughout the city is 
being prepared. 
This ordinance is being 


drawn up in line with all other improve- 
ments (or a better and more beautiful 
city. 
The old ordinance is by the new 


ordinance amended as to the time goods 
delivered to merchants may be left on 
sidewalks. 
The amendment reads as 


follows: 


AMENDED ORDINANCE. 


"It Is hereby declared unlawful .for any 


person to plac* or set out for exhibition 
or maintain or .allow any goods, wares 
or merchandise on the sidewalk in front 
of his place of business; 


"Provided, however, that any person, 


while receiving or delivering goods, wares 
or merchandise may permit the same to 
remain on the sidewalk for the period of 
one hour, between the gutter and line 
drawn parallel therewith, four feet from 
the gutttr In front of his store or build- 
Ing; 


MAIN STREETS FREE. 


"And further provided that nothing in 


this ordinance contained shall apply to 
the temporary exhibition of merchandise 
placed and removed each day, upon any 
street other than Broadway and Wash- 
ington street in front of any place of bus- 
iness where the sidewalk is kept contin- 
ually clean and free from all obstructions 
for a space in the center at least eight 
feet wide and running the entire length 
of such sidewalk."
